The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each of US 5980786 
and JP 12-149923 teaches the instantly claimed product, process of making and battery 
thus there is no special technical feature and the claims therefore lack unity of invention.
